ODAY in an important dato 

for the people of Malaya. 
If the sccrot negotiations 
between the chief ministers 
of the Malayan Federal 
Government and Singapore 
and Chin Peng the leader of 
tho Communist terrorists 
fructify satisfactorily the 
eight-year state of war can 
come to an immediate end; 
the distressing alternative

The talks stem from an

If 
not, and if he is determined 
to attempt to dictate terms, 
the meeting can be written 
off a5 a waste of time 
before it starts. The Com- 
munist leader cannot 
negotiate from a position of 
strength, and any efllort by 
him to suggest otherwise 
will be os transparent bluff.
